« London, July 7.—The Transvaal cfisis still 
occupies general attention and questions 
were rife in Parliament yesterday. Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain: refused at present to 
publish the full account of the Bloemfontein 
conference received nearly a week ago from 
Sir Alfred Milner, evidently being afraid 
lest this detailed account should be as in- 
flammatory. as the cabled dispatch, which 

many blamed him for publishing. He ex- 
cused himself, therefore, on the ground that 
the dispatches are still incomplete without 
certain notes on communications between 
Sir Alfred Milner and the Cape government 
not yet to hand. So Chamberlain will not 
publish the dispatches unless he is pressed. 

It looks as if the government were on the 
eve of a compromise; which might be seri- 
ously hindered by the publication of any 
dispatch as belligerent in tone as Sir Alfred 
Milner’s cabled account of the conference.

of the promised reforms. >

The demonstration was agrinst the newly 
passed municipal suffrage bill, which the 
Liberals and Socialists allege aims at se- 
curing a permanent anti-semite majority 
in the Town Council. They therefore de- 
cided that the workmen should make an 
orderly demonstration in the most fashion- 
able partofthecity. 

The police had made extenhive prepara- 
tions, and, according to the

FREEDOM FOR THE SPANISH. 


Commission Returns from Aguinaldo 
with Hope for the Prisoners 
of Wer. 


Manila, July 7.—The Spanish commission- 
ers who went-to Tarlac for a conference 
with Aguinaldo regarding the surrender of 
the Spanish prisoners in the hands of the 
Filipinos returned here last night and re- 
port that the release of all thé prisoners 
has been practically arranged for, but that 
it will be necessary to consult the Spanish 
government before the agreement can be 
ratified. The nature of the agreement is not 
known, Aguinaldo has already issued a de- 
cree for the release of the civilian officials 
and the sick soldiers. | 

The commissioners, with the remnant of 
the Spanish garrison of Baler and a number 
of civilian prisoners, were escorted by Fill- 
pino soldiers from Tarlac to the American 
out posts at San Fernando. 

The heroes of the long defense of Baler, 
where the Spaniards resisted an insurgent 
siege for more than a year, formed a 
picturesque band. Lieutenant Martin, the 
only surviving officer, marched them 
through the streets. There are only twenty- 
two, most of them boys. 

it appears that the Captain hes several 
times proposed to surrender, but the sol- 
diers refused. Finally, some months ago, he 
tried to raise a white flag; Thereupon Lieu- 
tenant Martin killed him with hig own 
sword. Their food supply gave out entirely 
a week ago, and they surrendered to the 
Filipinos.

the initiative of the Czar of the Russias. I 
am glad to offer you the hospitality of my 
residence. I drink to the health of all the 
sovereigns and chiefs of the states of which 
you are the representatives.’ 

M. de Stagl, President of the conference, 
briefly replied, expressing the homage and 
thanks of the delegates and their profuund 
gratitude for the kind reception tendered 
them, and inviting his colleagues to drink 
the health of her Majesty. This was done, 
the band playing the Dutch national anthem. 

M. de Staal sat on the Queen's right, and 
Count von Munster, head of the German 
delegation on her left. Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, head of the British delegation, and 
Count Nigra, head of the Italian delegation, 
faced each other.

Revised Proposal Regarding Perma- 
nent Tribunal to Be Submitted at 
| The Hague Today. ‘ 
The Hague, July 6.—The revised proposal 
regarding the institution of a permanent 


mitted to the committee tomorrow, con- 
sists of fifty-six articles. — 

Those regarding the constitution of the 
court itself are substantially identical with 
Sir Julian Pauncefote’s original project. 

Clause 23 is interesting, in that it provides 
that each signatory power shall designate 
within three months following the ratifica- 
tion not more than four persons recognized 
as competent to deal with questions of in- 
ternational law who are ready to accept the 
office of arbitrators. The bureau will keep 

a list of the nominees who will be entitled 
to sit as members of the court, and will re- 
port to the signatory powers all modifica- 
tions therein. 

Two or more powers cat designate the 
same member. Members will be nominated 
for six years and eligible to renomination. 
In case of the death or retirement of a mem- 
ber of the court, the vacancy shall be filled 
in the a manner as the — nomina- 
tion.

Mrs. Frank Lausman Makes a Heroic 
Effort to Save Her Daughter

HOPE TO SAVE 


Excursion Down Illinois River Devel- 
ops That the Boat Owners Are Pre- 
paring to Make a Fight Through the 
Federal Government for Preserva- 
tion of the Henry and Copperas 

Creek Obstructions—st, Louis Men 
May Be Instigators. e

Sanitary Trustees of Chicago get to the 

State dams at Henry and Copperas Creek to 

remove them they must give fight to the 

boat-owners and shipping interests along 
the Illinois River. In their excursion down 
this river today the trustees learned that 
these people are preparing to make an art 
peal to the federal government. They want 
the authorities at Washington to step in 
between them and the drainage district in 
the interest, they say, of navigation. They 
expect to reach the War department through 

Major W. L. Marshall, United States Engi- 

heer at Chicago, Navigation matters are all 

under his charge. | 

It is unflerstood that the river shippers 
and the hoat-owners are now preparing a 

etition, which will be sent) to Major 

arshall, asking him to lay their grievance 
befare the Secretary of War and insist that 
the rainage board be prevented from blow- 
ing up the Blate dams in question. Inas- 
mueh as the government stands sponsor for 
dams at La Grange and Kampsville, the 


. protesters believe they will be able to obtain 


favorable action in their behalf. 

But the. Drainage board will not be alone 
in a fight of this kind. It has the assurance 
of strong cdoperation and assistance from 
the Illinois Valley association, composed 
mostly of farmers and residents of towns 
along the’‘river. The bottom land farmers 
fear that unless the dams are all taken out 
their flelds will be flooded and rendered use- 
less when Lake Michigan {s turned into the 
drainage ¢anal. They contend, and have the 
statements of expert engineers with which 
to back up their contention, that an in- 
creased flow of 400,000 cubie feet per minute 
would cause an inundation of the low lands 
miles above each dam. 


_ Helped by Stage Law. 
Another thing which the trustees say is in 
their favor is a State law which provided

The inéreased flow of 300,000 feet, says E. 
J. Ward, engineer for the Valley association, 
would raise the water in the Henry pool 
twenty inches and in the Copperas Creek 
pool eighteen inches. 

The Henry dam, which was inspected by 
the board and the State Canal Commis- 
sioners today, was completed in 1871 at a 
cost of $500,000. The dam is 6 feet high, 
540 feet long, and now carries over its crest 
a flow ef 270,000 galléns a minute. The 
Copperas Creek dam, completed in 1877, is 
u40 feet long. § ! 

The trustees express themselves as hay- 
ing no fears of interference in this matter 
oh the part of the government, as Secre- 
tary of War Alger has issued a permit for 
the waters of Lake Michigan to be turned 
into the canal. They say he will hardly 
revoke his own order by preserving these 
dams. 

In the event ‘that these obstructions re- 
inain, the peopled of Joliet, Ottawa, La Salle, 
Peoria, and every other town along the river 
say they will try to enjoin the sanitary dis- 
trict from turning the course of Chicago's 


‘sewage in this direction. Their plea for re- 


moval of the dams is based on sanitary 
grounds. They assert that ta leave the 
dams would. mean a greater pollution of 
the river water, and that it is already so 
badly polluted as to be unfit for domestic 
use. ‘ | 
Furthermore, the farmers complain that. 
the high water level of the river, owing to 
the presence of so many dams, causes dam- 
aging overflows on slight rises and prevents 
them from draining wet and marshy plaees. 


‘They also express fear that in high water 


periods the Chicago sewage might be car- 
ried out, spread over the low ground, and, as 
the water recedes, left there. | 


Careful Study Being Made. 

The whole situation is being carefully 
studied by the trustees and their engineer 
during this excursion down the river, They 
are being met by representatives of the 
peofile who want the dams abolished, and 
furnished with much information in detail. 

Coming down from La Salle to Peoria to- 
day Mr. Ward gave the trustees an immense 
lot of technical facts and engineering figures 
covering the situation. Mr. Snively said the 
State Canal Commissioners could not and 
would not make any sort of move to block 
the plans of the Drainage board, 

There was a conference on board the ex- 
ecursion boat this afternoon of all the sani- 
tary and canal officials, including two Of the 
State Board of Canal Inspectors and their 
engineer, Desmond Fitagerald, at which the 
situation was talked over to some length, 

Pilot Alonzo Henderson, who has navi- 
gated the river for thirty-five years, brought 
the Juliet and its party to Peoria, reaching 
here at 5:15. p.m. The start was made from 
La Salle at 8 a. m. No more pleasant trip 
was ever made over the sixty miles covered 
by the Drainage District’s little yacht. 

The only exciting incident was the finding 
of a dead man in the river some miles ahove 
Henry. Mayor Forest of that town, who 
was out in a skiff, disqpvered the body, 
hailed the excursion crowd and had the body 
towed behind the Jullet to the Henry locks. 

At this point the party disembarked and 
made an examination of the locks and dam. 
The engineers took many notes, while the 
trustees made rough estimates of the prob- 
able cost of destroying the work. They 
thought $500 worth of dynamite would clear

Some time will 
be spent there, as these people want help in 
secuping the removal of the government 
dams at La Grange and Kampersville. Their 
troubles are said to be as serious as those 
of the people this side of La Grange, the first 
of the government dams. 

Some of the officials expect to go on as far 
as St. Louis for the purpose of ascertaining . 
the sentiment of the people of that city. 
There is where the most of the boats that ply 
on the Illinois River are owned, and it is 
lieved that St. Louis men are behind the 
scheme of the local shippers to petition 
Major Marshall to urge the Secretary of War 
to interfere in their behalf. |

JUSTICE KAPELA FOUND GUILTY 


} 


Convicted of Malfeasance in Office— 
‘Maximum Fine Is $10,000—Con- 
"stable Kristan on Trial. 


Justice Sylvester W,. Kapela of Cicero was 
found: guilty yesterday of malfeasance in 
office by a jury in Judge Baker’s court. 
Constable Joseph Kristan, who is under a 
similar indictment in connection with the 
Same case, was then put on trial. A verdict 
is expected this morning. 

The prosecution was under section 238 of 
chapter 38 of the criminal code, which pro- 
vides as punishment for the offense named 
a fine not to exceed $10,000 and |the removal! 
of the offender from office. A motion for a 
new trial for Justice Kapela was filed and 
he was released on bonds. 

The complaining witness in both cases is 
Jan W. Idzikowski, a photographer at 433 
Milwaukee avenue. He was taken into cus- 
tody late on Sunday night, Aug. 81 last, by 
Constable Kristan on a warrant lssued by 
Justice Kapela. Idzikowek! declares that 
the constable refused g0 take him before an- 
other justice to give bonds and took him to 
the County Jail. He was held there until 
Monday, when he was released on a writ of 
habeas corpus by Judge Chetlain. The war- 
rant upon which the complainant in the 
present case was arrested was sworn out by 


another photographer named Niklas and 


charged Idzikowski with disorderly conduct. 

It came to light at the hearing of the ha- 
beas corpus case that when Justice Kapela 
issued the warrant he was preparing to go 
away for a week ortwo. He issued the war- 
rant, continuing the case, fixed the bonds, 
and issued a mittimus committing Idzi- 
kowski to\the County Jail in case he failed 
to give bonds satisfactory to the constable. 
All this was done before hdzikowski was ar- 
rested, When Judge Chetlain 
story he held the justice and the constable 
to the grand jury and they were indicted. 

Justice Kapela acknowledged on the stand 
thmt the signature on the jail commitment 
was his, but he said he had not filled in the 
paper. Constable Kristan was then called, 
and pe confessed he had filled in the paper 
himself. 

As n as the verdict of guilty was re- 
turned Kristan was put on trial. 


CUTTER MORRILL IN CHICAGO. 


Vessel That Was Used as a Gunboat in 
he War with Spain Attratts 
‘Crowds to the River. 


The United States revnue cutter Morrill, 
which was in service along the Cuban coast 
during the Spanish-American war, and which 
is now stationed at Milwaukee in place of 
the Gresham, steamed into the Chicago 
River yesterday and tied up near the Wells 
street bridge. The Morrill has been stripped 
of its heavy war armament and put in trim 
for light lake duty, yet the associations of tts 
heroic service during the war were sufficient 
to make its berth the attraction for vast 
crowds all day. = 

When hostilities opened the Morrill was 
sent to Havana for blockade duty, equipped 
with a battery of two four-inch guns mount- 
ed fore and-aft and a secondary battery of 
one-pounders and Colt rapid fire rifles. The 
eutter, then a gunboat, carried eight officers 
and fifty-two men. H. D. Smith was Cap- 
tain, and H. G. Fisher and C, 8. Craig were 
Lieutenants. 

The gunboat on reaching Havana was de- 
tailed on the inner patrol. In company with’ 
the Vicksburg on May 7 it gave chase toa 
fishing boat, and in the midst of the excite- 
ment drew into the range of the guns of the 
Santa Clara battery. A, Spanish shell burst 
above its deck between the man at the 
wheel and the lookout. At this the patrol} 
boat drew off, but not without taking a part- 
ing shot at the retreating fishing vessel, and 
tearing away a small boat from its stern, 

After the war the Morrill was ordered to 
Philadelphia, where it was stripped of its 
armament and given a six-pounder rifle for- 
ward. This gun was taken from the Hud- 
son, the gunboat that went to the defense of 
the Winslow when it was disabled and hard 
pressed by the Spaniards in the fight in 
which Ensign Worth Bagley was killed. 

At Philadelphia A. R. Davis succeeded H. 
D. Smith as Captain, and took the Morrill to 
Montreal last faH. From there the boat 
passed up the St. Lawrence into the lakes to 
ae the Gresham at the Milwaukee sta- 

on.

SAY PALMER WAS SLAIN. 


FRIENDS OF EVANSTON MAN DENY 
THEORY OF SUICIDE, 


Henry C. Noyes, His Attorney, After 
a Day of Search, Finds No Reasen 
to Think the Real Estate Man Enud~- 

‘ed .His Life—Points te Articles 
Picked Up Near Him as Evidence 
Another Fired the Shot—Police See 
Significance in Life insurance. | 


Friends of Percy W. Palmer, the Evanston 
real estate man, assert that he was mur- 
dered. They refuse to accept the theory of 
suicide as explaining the manner of his 
death. Many of them will be witnesses at 
the Coroner’s inquest at the Bast Chicago 
Avenue Police Station this morning to pre- 
sent testimony to indicate that some hand 
——_ than his own fired the shot that ended 

is life. 

The reason given for refusing to accept 
the theory of suicide is that there were evi- 
dences of murder about the spot where the 
man was found dying. This was in the 
mouth of the alley off fichigan street, in the 
rear of 60 Wells street. The umbrella found 
standing against the wall in the alley, Mr. 
Palmer's friends say, was not his. The re- 
volver found there, from which it appears 
the shot was fired, they say also, was not his, 
Henry C. Noyes, who for twenty-five years 
was Mr. Palmer's attorney, sald yesterday 
that he was convinced that Mr. Palmer had 
‘been murdered. He was busy all day inves- 
tigating the affair, and last night he asserted 
that he was certain it was not a case of sui- 
cide. 

‘‘Mr. Palmer was not the sort of a man 
who would kill himself,” said Attorney 
Noyes. ‘‘ He was not as prosperous as for- 
merly, but he was not in distress. He was 
worth about $50,000, I should say, and be- 
sides he had many influential friends. He 
was cheerful and happy at home, and not 
despondent. 
or relatives could recall today to indicate to 
them that he was in an unusual state of 
mind. ‘ 
‘* As to the umbrella, his daughter, Mary, 
pays he left home without one, and James 
Woods, the tobacco dealer at 232 Washing- 
on street, says he saw Mr. Palmer pass his 
house in Evanston when he was leaving 
home the last time, and that he had no um- 
brella. His revolver is still in his house. I 
am convinced he was murdered." 

There has been found neo motive for mur- 
filer. Attorney Noyes said he could tell of no 
one who would be benefited by the death of 
Mr. Palmer so as to desire it. No robbery 
had been committed. Mr, Palmer’s money 
rr were in his pockets when he wags 
found. 


Place of Death Hints at Suicide. 


The police base the suicide theory on the 
fact that no robbery ‘was done, and that $20.,- 
DOO of the insurance held by Mr. Palmer 
would have expired at noon on July 5, eight 
hours after he was found almost dead. They 
nlso point to the fact that he was found in 
the alley behind a building at 60 Wells street 
that had been the cause of the greater part 
pf his financial trouble. This building was 
mortgag@l for $25,000, and recently a re- 
ceiver had been appointed for it. The title 
to the building is in the name of Sarah R. 
Walker, Mr. Palmer’s step-sister, who lives 
in Lowell, Mass. 

Captain Revere of the East Chicago Ave- 
nue Police Station, who is in charge of the 
‘ease, said that some witnesses had been 


found who had seen Mr. Palmer with an um- 
brella the night before he was found dying. 
Another witness says he met and talked 
with Mr. Palmer in Madison street, near 
Dearborn, at 9 o'clock that night, and that 
Palmer seemed to be in a state of dejection. 
He then went to a vaudeville theater and 
Staid during the remainder of the per- 
alg se This witness says he is positive 
r. Palmer had no umbrella with him then. 
The umbrella was shown to Mrs. Palmer 
and her daughter, and they unhesitatingly 
declared it was not one they had ever seen 
before. They say Mr. Palmer seldom carried 
an umbrella, because he had an aversion to 
doing so. 
Barkeeper Fletcher af the Sherman House 
maid Mr. Palmer was at the bar there at 
0:30 o'clock that night, and that he had no 
umbrella. 


Heavy Loss by Gold Mine. 

Some years ago Mr. Palmer invested in the 
ammoih gold mine at Bishop, Cal., which 
as owned by the Chicago, London and 
ld Mine company. Much Htigation over 
is mining property has followed, and it 
a suggested by some of the acquaintances 
f the real estate man that his death might 
iave been the result of the feud over the 
ossession of the gold mine. This theory 
s not accepted by Attorney Noyes. 

The reason given by Mr. Palmer for leav- 
ng his house in Evanston at 5 o’clock the 
vening of July 4 and coming into Chicago 
yas that he wished to consult with some 
rrospective purchaser of the building at 60 
Vells street. Mr. Palmer's equity in the 
uilding was estimated at $25,000. The men 
vith whom he talked that night have not 
een found. 


Former Friend a Suicide 


In this connection it is related as a coin- 
cidence that Mr. Palmer was the most inti- 
nate friend of Vice President Hammond of 
he defunct Illinois National Bank, who 
ommitted suicide by jumping into the lake 
hen that bank failed. 
The night Hammond killed himself he 
isited at Palmer's house and had a long 
Ik with him. They discussed the advisa- 
illity of Hammond's flying to Canada to 
void the consequences of his violations of 
e national bank loaning law. Mr. Palmer 
‘ had had the law on the subject of extradi- 
tion investigated. That night he telephoned 
Attorney Noyes to come to. Evanston and 
talk the matter over. The attorney was not 
at home, and when he failed to come Ham- 
nond went to the lake and jumped in,

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AMONG THE NEW BOOKS, 


LIFE OF HENRY REEVE REVEALS AN 
INTERESTING FIGURE. 


His Memoirs Show That He Played a 
Considerable Part Behind the 
Scenes in the European Politics\of 
the Century—United States Entered | 
but Little into His Thoughts—Pro- 
fessor Nash’s “Ethics and Relig- 
ion” Briefly Reviewed. 


. UCH a life as fell to the share of Henry 
Reeve fills up a measure of high am- 
bition. Never a prominent figure in 
the public eye, he was always the 

. trusted friend and adviser of English 
public men. He avoided the perils of pop- 
ularity, though his influence was of the 
widest scope. He was sought by the great 
with the most evident flattery, because he 
Was 60 competent to advise them in many 
ways. And go he lived and died, a personage 
among personages, while to those who come 
to little he was quite unknown. 

If this alone were to be learned from the 
two volumes of most interesting details, 
brought together by the professor of mod- 
ern history in King’s College, London, John 
Knox Laughton, under the title, ‘‘ Memoirs | 
of the Life and Correspondence of Henry 
Reeve, C. B., D. C. L.” (Longmans), it would 
still be worth while going over most care- 
fully. Reeve was born in 1813 and lived 
until 1895, dying then as the result of an 
operation, “‘ literally in harness,”’ as a friend 
says. In these eighty-three years passed at 
the focus of the highest interest in the most 
fascinating period of the world's history, 
Reeve spent not less than sixty “as Clerk 
of Appeals, Registrar of the Privy Council, 
as critic [of literature], leader writer on the 
Times, editor of the Edinburgh Review, and 
literary adviser of a great publishing firm.” 

Professor Laughton bears witness in his 

preface to the part played in European pol- 
itics by Reeve, but the body of the book 
is still more eloquent. He carried on a 
voluminous correspondence in several lan-- 
guages with scores of the great statesmen 
of Europe. He had an erudite knowledge of 
several little known matters, such as the 
history of Poland. His knowledge of pass- 
ing ev nts was that of a statesman and a 
great ‘itor. He wrote to Guizot, Tocque- 
ville, £t. Hilaire, the Duc d’Aumale, the 
Comte de Paris, and the Duc d’Orleans, 
‘among Frenchmen; to Bunsen, Geffcken, 
and Vitzthum, among Germans; and to Rus- 
Bians, Poles, and others in profusion. Be- 
sides all this, he was in constant communi- 
tation with the English diplomatists abroad. 
The result, though it fills two such volumes, 
ls fascinating and far too brief, for all its 
length. 

Unfortunately so little was Reeve con- 
cerned with the United States that the na- 


> tion’s name does not appear in the index. A 


careful reading of the book as a whole does 
not reveal much of anything which justified | 
the insertion of the name. A rather crude 
comment by Reeve on the evils of “ mob 
government ”* in respect to the Trent affair— 
illustrating the curious fact that England 
has always been friendly to us when we did 
not need a friend, and never at any other 
time—which seeks to hold the American peo- 
ple responsible for the outburst of anger 
that followed the deliberate arming of Eng- 
land against us in the midst of great na- 
tional peril; an even cruder comment on the 
great possibility of the overthrow of the 
Washington government during the war of 
the rebellion, and one or two other minor 
affairs equally inconsequential In their treat- 
ment, fill up the measure of Reeve’s inter- 
pst in the United States as interpreted b 
his memoirist. Canada comes in fora muc 
larger share of his attention, and even 
Liberia is of importance enough to have the 
facts in regard to its early identification 
with the slave trade brought out. These 
things are useful to the American by way 
of chastening—we shall be of world-wide 
importance just in so far as we obtain it by 
deeds of conquest, either of commerce or 
war. 

When it comes to the other material, the 
field of European politics in particular, it 
is almost impossible to make a choice. In- 
teresting personal reminiscences contest 
even this field-—if not in importance, at least 
in interest to the general reader. Lord 
Brougham’s sudden and tragical taking off, 
the reflections upon it, even to the fact that 
he had dined thirteen at a table a day or two 
before—followed by the news that the re- 
port, with all its bloody details, was the 
hoax of a confirmed practical joker! The 
dining with Louis Napoleon so soon after 
his escape from prison that his mustache 
was not grown, and his statement that what 
a man in detention thinks of chiefly is ‘* how 
to get out.” All these are the merest sam- 
ples of pages of good reading. .. 

In Mr. Laughton’s words, “the life of 
Henry Reeve has the peculiar charm of 
opening out a clew to the solution of many 
vexed problems both in politics and litera- 
ture, and of throwing a light, often unex- 
pected, on the history of the recent past.” 
To this every one who brings even casual 
attention to these memoirs will lend hearty 


adherence.

/MARQUISE DE FONTENOY'S LERTER. 


| [Copyright, 1899, by the Marquise de Fontenoy.} 
In this country whenever a person under- 
takes to provide for the musical education 
of young noople that person is invested with 
the doubtful title of “angel,” and in nine , 
cases out of ten improper motives are sus- 
pected. In Europe, however, it is quite the 
thing for great nobles of either sex to devote 
a portion of their wealth to the training and 
future of young people possessed of fine 
voices, ‘“‘en tout bien et tout honneur.” 
Thus the Dowager Countess of Craven, 
mother-in-law ofthe American Lady Craven 
(née Bradley Martin of New York) main- | 
tains a magnificent choir for the private 
chapel of her country seat at Ashdown Park. 
Her choristers e all gentlemen’s sons. 
There are about thirty of them altogether. 
They all live under her roof, and not only 
does she provide for their musical training 
but likewise for their education as the sons 
of gentlemen, keeping three private tutors, 
graduates of Oxford University, ‘on the 
premises for the purpose. When they have 
completed their education and have become 
useless as choristers she uses her influence 
to procure thém appointments of one kind 
and another, and I am assured that she 
maintains a kindly interest in their welfare 
ever afterwards. | 
The late Duke of Buccleuch ran a private 
choir on almost identically similar lines, and 
there are several other great ladies and peers 
who devote money to the same purpose. On 
the continent, especially in Austria and Hun- 
gary, I know of numerous instances of the 
same kind, notably the late Count Nicholas 
Esterhazy, to whom not merely scores but 
even hundreds of men and women now prom- 
inent in various professions are indebted for 
their education and training. | 
Nobody dreams over there of imputing 
questipnable motives money thus well 
spent, and the role of a Mz#cenas is regarded 
as thoroughly in keeping with that of a great 
noble or of a great lady. In fact, it is con- 
sidered ‘as every bit'as worthy a use of 
money as the maintenance of a-racing stable 
or of a hunting pack. 
Life before the mast on board a ship is 
characterized by so much hardship that it is 
difficult to conceive what possible attraction 
it can offer to men, especially when they 
happen to be of gentle birth and education, 
Yet the mysterious temptation that it pre- 
sents is so strong that one finds men, not 
merely of wealth but likewise of the highest 
ranks of the nobility, laying aside all the 
attributes of their position in order to ship 
as common.sailors. Perhaps it is the coarse- 
ness of the’ fare and the despotism of the 
warrant officers and mates which possess 
to their jaded palates the piquancy of novel- 
ty. Perhaps, too, it is the element of ad- 
venture and of romance which suggests it- 
self in the idea of a personage of wealth and 
of title shipping as an ordinary seaman. 
But the fact remains that there are quite 
a number of instances of this kind that could 
be cited, the most recent being that of the 
young Marquis of Graham, eldest son and 
heir of the Duke of Montrose, who is now 
serving before the mast on board an Aus- 
tralian liner. In fact, he came of age the 
other day while on.a trip home from the 
antipodes, and it is doubtful whether the heir 
to any great dukedom and to estates com- 
prising hundreds of thousands of acres has 
ever celebrated the attainment of his ma- 
jority under more peculiar circumstances 
than young Lord Graham. The freak of the 
young Marquis {s all the more strange as he 
was entered for the royal navy, graduated 
with honors from the Britannia, and served 
for a time as midshipman and as sub- 
lieutenant. That aman who has held a com- 
mission as officer in the royal navy should 
embark subsequently on a merchant vessel 
as a common sailor is almost without prece- 
dent, since it is difficult to conceive the tre- 
mendous gulf that divides these two 
branches of the seafaring profession from 
one another. The young Duke of Montrose, 
by the bye, is a good-looking youth, and has 
inherited much of the comeliness of his love- 


ly mother. 


The only other instance that I can recall 
of Englishmen of wealth and title shipping 
before the mast are the late Earl of Aberx 
deen, who perished while working as a com- 
mon sailor on a salling vessel bound from 
to Melbourne, after having 
allowed six full years to elapse since his 
succession to the earldom and large estates 
worth some $400,000.a year without taking 
possession thereof. Then, too, there is the 
mysterious case of the real Sir Rodger Tich- 
borne, who vanished while serving as a 
sailor before the mast on a sailing shipon its 
way from Valparaiso to Sydney. | 

One of the royal Bavarian Princes, a son of 
Prince Louis, the future King, ran away 
‘trom home at Munich with the object of se- 
curing a position before the mast as cabin 
boy, or something of the kind, on board a 


sailing ship as soon as he reached Hamburg, | 


He, however, started out with too little 
money in his pocket, and after the most ex- 


traordinary adventures that have ever hap- 
pened to any scion of a reigning house, in- 
cluding imprisonment for vagrancy, he 
finally wound up in the pauper ward of a 
public hospital half way between Leipsig 
and Dresden, where at the end of three days 
his identity became known. 
That exceedingly pious youth, Lord 
Reauchamp, who achieved distinction as a 
Sunday school teacher and a street corner 
preacher before securing the appointment 
of Governor of New South Wales, has in- 
augurated his career as a satrap of the an- 
tipodes in an extremely unfortunate manner, 
If there is one thing more than another 
about which Australians of every degree 
are unduly sensitive it is about the fact that 
the original colonists of Australia were con- 
victs and that the ancestors of most of the 
leading families in Australia are people who 
were sentenced to transportation across the 
seas by way of punishment for their crimes, 
It was because he realized this that the late 
Sir Henry: Parkes, popularly known as the 
grand old man of Australia, while Premier, 
made a public bonfire in Sydney of all the

a penal colony. 
Lord Beauchamp had evidently not been 
warned of this prejudice.

; JURY FINDS HIM GUILTY OF MUR- / 


DERING HIS WIFE.

Some Discussion Necessary on the Sub- 
| ject of Punishment, but in an Hour 
the Twelve Men Decide on Death 
Penalty—Prisoner May, Be Executed 


on the Same Scaffold with Rollinger | 


—Dramatic Scenes in Court at the 
Close of the Trial. 


August Albert Becker must hang for mur- 
dering his wife, Rachel Theresa Becker, on 
Jan. 27 last. The jury in Judge Stein’s court 
returned a verdict condemning him to death. 
It took but an hour and five minutes toreach 
a decision. 

- Becker was pale and nervous when he was 
led in from the jail at 5 o’clock yesterday aft- 

_ernoon to hear his fate. Thecourtroom was 

: packed with spectators. Judge Stein warned 
| those present to make no demonstration. 
/) Clerk Cummings unfolded the sheet of pa- 
per handed him by Foreman Barrett of the 
jury and read: 

“ We, the jury, find the defendant, August 
‘Albert Becker, guilty of murder in manner 
_gnd form as charged in the indictment, and 
we fix the punishment of the said August 
Albert Becker at death.” 

Becker Scowls at the Jury. 


Becker did not move. He sat and looked 
ut the jury with a scowl. Attorney Horn- 
stein moved for a new trial. July 15 was 
fixed for argument on the motion. 

‘Becker was led back to the jail elevator. 
He walked rapidly and nervously; frequently 
cursing the jurors. 

Becker and Michael Emil Rollinger, who 
fs also under the death penalty for wife 
murder, may be sentenced to hang side by 
fice. Both wanted to be rid of their wives 
so that they might marry again. Becker 
Bucceeded in making the second alliance. 
Careful watch is being kept in the jail over 
these two prisoners. 

The closing scenes of the trial of Becker 
were full of dramatic interest. Assistant 
State’s Attorney Pearson, with the iron bar 
in his hands with which Becker said. his 
father-in-law, George Sutterlin Sr., killed 
the first Mrs. Becker, declared his belief 
that Becker himself had struck down his 
wife. He turned toward Becker and shook 
the bar of iron at him as he branded him a 
wife murderer. Mr. Pearson said he be- 
lieved that Becker dismembered his wife’s 
body before he boiled it in the wash boiler 
on the kitchen stove. 

Jury Unanimous on First Vote. 

The members of the jury spent some time 
after they retired in inspecting the exhibits. 
Then they took a vote. The result was unan- 
imous as to his guilt. There was some dis- 
cussion as to the punishment. Two jurors 
were not satisfied with the treatment the 
police had given Becker while obtaining the 
various confessions. After a fuller discus- 
sion of the crime a ballot was taken and the 
death penalty was unanimously voted. 

The verdict was not unexpected. Becker's 
story on the witness stand, in which he at- 
tempted to shift the murder upon George 
Sutterlin Sr., his father-in-law, was consid+ 
ered a weak fabrication.

Augmst Becker, when seen last night in nis” 


cell at the County Jail, seemed to be little 
concerned. He laughed and joked with the 
jailers. “‘ I am innocent and they have con- 
victed the wrong man,” he said in German. 
“* My father-in-law committed the crime be-. 
cause my wife wanted him to pay her the 
$300 that he owed me. I was in the barn 
when he went into my house and he came 
out with the iron bar that I had in court and 
told me that he had killed my wife, and that 
if I did not sign a receipt for the money he 
had borrowed he would kill me. He was 
crazy, and if I had told the police that he 
had killed my wife I would have been killed 
' by him or his friends. I don’t care whether 
I am hanged or not. My wife is gone and I 
have nothing to live for. I want a new trial 
so that Sutterlin can be hanged, and I will 


get it and he will be hanged after my death. | 


My attorneys were good men and they told 
the jury faithfully whatI told them. They 
wanted to have Sutterlin arrested, but the 
State’s Attorneys would not have it. The 
jurors were afraid that if they did not hang 
me Sutterlin would kill them. They did just 


as the State’s Attorney told them. unt | 


and Pierson are the same kind of people. 
They drank with me, and when I was drunk 
they made me sign the statement that they 
brought into court. I want to see that man 
- Sutterlin hanged, and if he is hanged I don't 
‘care what they do with me, though I am 
innocent.”’ 

Becker seems to have a deep hatred for his 
second wife’s father, and when his name 
was mentioned he displayed the only emo- 
tion that he allowed himself to betray. 


State’s Attorneys Praise Police. 

‘At the State’s Attorney’s office last night 
{t was said: 

“The evidence in the case was plain, and 
clearly pointed towards an atrocious crime, 
and the jury had no other course to take. 
We had not only a sworn confession, but 
we. proved substantially all the points in 
the confession. The bones of the murdered 
woman were found in the place indicated by 
Becker. The police deserve great credit for 
their work in the case, and it is due to their 
energy that the evidence was obtained that 
convicted the murderer. Both Rollinger and 
Becker copied Luetgert in their attempts to 
destroy the body, and if the sausage- 
maker had been hanged instead of having 
been committed to the penitentiary neither 
of the later crimes would have occurred.’’ 


History of Becker’s Crime. 


August Albert Becker was 35 years old on 
Jan. 26 last, the day before he murdered his 
wife. She was about 28. The couple lived 
at 5017 Rockwell street. Becker isa butcher 
and had worked in the Union Stock- Yards, 


and occasionally bought stock and sold meat 


' on his own account. 

A year ago he became infatuated with Ida 
Sutterlin, 17 years old, whose father kept a 
saloon at 4501 Loomis street. He informed 
the Sutterlin family that the woman living 
with him was his housekeeper and not his 
wife. On Jan. 27 he killed her, as the evi- 
dence showe@, and on Feb. 11 he was mar- 
ried to Ida Sutterlin. Letter Carrier John 
Regan first notified the police about the dis- 
appearance of the first Mrs. Becker on Feb. 
21. Then Mrs. Lillian Manthey furnished 
information which led to.the arrest of 
Becker. 

The butcher made three confessions to the 
police. He first said he had sent his wife to 

-Milwaukee with a man named “ Mike."’ 
Later he said he had pushed her into the 
lake during a dispute at the foot of Randolph 
street. Finally he admitted killing her at 
their house and boiling the body. On the 
witness stand he said George Sutterlin Sr. 
killed his wife. 

During the close of the trial Mrs. Heffen- 
brock of Waterford, Wis., mother of the 
murdered Mrs. Becker, sat beside her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Augusta Schuettie of Milwaukee. 
‘The aged woman was overcome by her emo- 
tions and was led from the courtroom by 
her son, Peter Heffenbrock. Mrs. Ida Sut- 
terlin Becker was not in court. She will ap- 
ply for a divorce.

What it does say is that all paper 
to be used as legal tender currency shall 
be issued by the government, and then it 
must be redeemed in coin. Here is the Bry- 
“ee Platform resolution on that subject: 
Jongress alone has the power to coin 
money, and President Jackson 
power could not be delegated to corporations or 
individuals, We,, therefore, denounce the issu- 
ance of notes intendéd to circulate as money by 
national banks as in derogation of the constitu- 
tion, and we demand that all paper which is made 
a legal tender for public and private debts, or

The Democratic party does not believe in 
national bank notes. These notes gre not 
legal tender for any purpose, but the gov- 
ernment takes them for everything except 
duties on imports, and they are secured by 
government bonds and by pledge of the na-. 
tion to redeem every one of them. They’ 
pass current the same as coin and green- 
backs, yet the Democratic party is opposed 
to them. Populists oppose them, not on con- 
stitutional grounds, as Democrats do, but 
on the ground that they are not as good, 
money as pure legal tender government pa- 
per. Populists do not want private banks 
to have anything to do with issuing money. 
That, they claim, is an exercise of sov-. 
ereign power, and they do not think that so 
great and important a power ought to be 
delegated to any private agency. i 
But the Democratic party opposes national 
bank notes on the ground that their issue 
is in ** derogation of the constitution "’ and 
President Jackson. What that party desires 
in this direction is clearly set forth in this. 
paragraph in its national platform of 1892— 
namely: | 
We recommend that the prohibitory 10 per cent 
tax on State bank issues be repealed. | , 
The 10 per cent tax is on State bank issues 
—that is, on the circulation of notes issued 
by State banks to circulate among the peo- 
ple in place of coin. That is the ideal cur- 
rency of the modern as well as the ancient 
Democracy. | 
And, as further showing the party's feel- 
ing toward the greenbacks, attention is 
called to the first and seventh sections of the 
Jones bill, already referred to. The first 
section, provides for the issue and sale of 
$500 000,000 bonds to redeem the greenbacks 
and asury notes, and the seventh section 
providés that when the notes are redeemed 
they shall be “‘ canceled and destroyed.” | 
And, as to silver coinage, the Democratic 
party, €S a party, cares nothing about the 
ratio, as the Jones bill already referred to 
proves. That bill, prepared and urged as a 
party Measure, commits the party to the 
theory of the gold monometallists, that sil- 
ver should be valued by the gold standard, 
and that, too, applied only to silver bullion 
brought to the mint by citizens of the Unit- 
ed States.
